WASHINGTON, April 17—(AP) 
—War secretary Henry Stimson 
sald today that ‘so far-as the army 
is concerned we are getting pretty 
near te the stage of being ready 
for an offensive, however diffi- 
cult it may be.” 

In a review of American military | 
progress since Pearl Harbor, given 
in general terms at his press con- 
ference, Stimson said: | 

“Things are beginning to move | 
and to move in the right direction. | 
I am now more 
than ever con- 
vinced that we 
are going to get 
on the offensive 
and to do so at 
the earliest prace 
ticable moment,” 

He stressed that 
preparations for 
offensive warfare 
in a conflict 
which involved 
the -entire globe 
was a long and 
difficult process.

Mine Wages 
Security Law 
Now Changed 


Procedure under which Alberta 
| coal mine owners are required 
| to post security with the pro- 
| vincial government for their min- 
| ing operations, has been changed, 
| according to a recent order-in- 
council passed by the govern- 
ment, 

The order brings into effect on 
May 1 amendments to the Mining 
Industry Wages Security Act to 
protect mine workers. 

The act is administered by the 
department of trade and industry. 

All mine owners are now required 
to put up security which is satis- 
factory to the department of trade 
and industry. In the event of the 
department considering that no sec- 
urity is necessary, a reference is 
made to the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners. 

The board considers the financial 
set-up of the mine, and makes its 
recommendations to the depart- 
ment 

Under former legislation, the 
board was given full power to 
decide whether an owner should 
or should not be required to post 
security. The amendments now 
sive the department this power 
after a recommendation has been 
received from the board. 

It was explained that the act 
protects mine employees in the 
event of a mine going bankrupt, 
operators being required, at the 
discretion of the department, to 
t a bond sufficient to meet wage 
liabilities.

New Crisis 
Is Seen In 
Relations

VICHY, April 17.—(BUP)' 
—The United States recalled 
Ambassador William D. 
Leahy to Washington “for 
consultation” today as Pierre 
Laval’s return to power in 
France brought relations 
with America to a grave new 
crisis. 

(Ottawa sources ‘have intimated 
that any break in relations be- 
tween Vichy and Washington 
Probably would result in sever- 
ance of the Dominion’'s relations 
with France. Canada is the only 
member of the British Common- 
wealth with a representative in 
Vichy.) 

The recall of Leahy, who Is exe 
pected to leave in two or three 
weeks, was announced by the em- 
bassy a few hours after Laval had 
presented a new cabinet list to 
Marshal Henri Petain, who pre- 
viously had received the resigna- 
tion of the government of Vices 
Premier Admiral Francois Darlan. 


JOB FOR DARLAN 

Darlan, however, immediately 
was named cOmmander of the 
French land and sea forces with the 
rank of admiral of the fleet while 
Laval was understood to have tens 
tatively selected Gen. Henri Deniz, 
who fought the British in Syria, as 
war minister. 

(The exact powers of Petain, 
Laval and Darlan were yet to be 
clarified under the new pro-Axis 
set-up.) 

Laval as leader of the French 
collaborationists is to assume full 
executive power with personal 
control over foreign and interior 
ministries, 

(The German radio claimed that 
Admiral Rene Platon was likely to 
be the new French air minister. 
Platon has been colonial minister.) 

(The German radio said Laval 
would succeed Petain as president 
of the council of ministers and that 
Petain henceforth would be limited 
to duties as chief of state.) 


PETAIN CONTROLS FLEET 


(The British radio quoting a Free 
French news agency said that it 
appeared Admiral} Francois Darlan, 
as head of the land and sea forces, 
would be directly responsible to 
Petain rather than to Laval, thus 
apparently leaving disposition of 
the French fleet in Petain’s hands. 
Fears. had been expressed in Lon- 
don that Laval would turn the fleet 
over to Germany.)

While the terms of the invitation 
to the conference refer specifically 
to the United Nations that have air 
training schemes uncer way on the 
American continent and would 
thus apply specifically to the Unit- 


+l|ed States, Great Britain, Australia, 


New Zealand, Norway, Canada, and 
China, it was stated specifically 
by Prime Minister King that “steps 
will be taken to ascertain whether 
Russia is desirous of being repre- 
sented and if she ‘is so desirous she 
will be most cordially welcomed.” 

The prime minister, in discuss- 
ing the scheduled conference 
with the Canadian correspond- 
ents who had accompanied him 
on his mission here, expressed 
the conviction that, from the 
standpoint of present and future 
significance, the gathering should 
be viewed as one of the most im- 
portant that ever had met in the 
Canadian capital. 

“The conference,” Mr. King said, 
“will, bring out the significant as- 
pect of air warfare in the present 
struggle, and will emphasize Can- 
ada’s central position in the world 
struggle—the part the Dominion is 
playing in the control of. the air.” 


CANUCKS EVERYWHERE 

Mr.* King amplified this state- 
ment by pointing out that, while it 
had not been considered wise for 
military reasons to reveal the dis- 
positions of Canadian fliers on the 
war front, it was gradually being 
realized by the public that they 
were distributed now right around 
the world, and were on active ser- 
vice in virtually every theatre of 
war, 

The prime minister. pointed out 
that the. life of the present com- 
monwealth air training scheme was 
scheduled to expire in 1943, and 
that an Empire conference would 
have been necessary in any event 
to arrange for its continuance. The 
Ottawa meeting Now planned, he 
said, was an alternative proposal 
which he had suggested to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and in which the 
president had heartily concurred. 
Mr, King emphasized that the aim 
of the conference would not be to 
integrate the air training schemes 
of the United Nations, but rather 
to co-ordinate them so as to elimi- 
nate duplication and economize the 
use of existing. facilities and avail- 
able equipment—all with the ob- 
jective of achieving a large over- 
all increase in the production of 
fighting pilots. 


CANVASS SUPPLIES 

The situation with respect to 
planes and equipment available 
would also be canvassed thoroughly 
at the meeting, Mr. King told the 
correspondents. He indicated that 
one of the outcomes of the gather- 
ing would be an increasing disposi- 
tion to regard the aircraft produc- 
tion of the United Nations as a com- 
mon pool upon which all the Allies 
would draw in accordance with a 
policy of common agreement as to 
their respective needs, rather than 
in relation to their ability to pay. 

The Prime Minister did not con- 
ceal from correspondents his be- 
lief that the forthcoming gather- 
ing will proye probably the most 
significant conference on air pol- 
icy that has been held so far in 
the history of air warfare. He 
suggested that Canadians should 
be proud that the leading part 
which the Dominion has played in 
the air phase of the war had made 
Ottawa the logical place in which 
to hold the gathering. 


* King mentioned that at one of the 
many conferences which he attend- 
ed yesterday a foreign diplomat has 
suggested the likelihood that the in- 
ternational policing of world peace 
that the United Nations will have 
to undertake after the war will 
probably be done largely by air 
power. He believed that if this fore- 


cast should prove accurate, Canada’s ' 


place of post-war importance as a 
world power was assured, and that 
the foundations for it might be laid 
in next May's meeting.

His grand strategy was thrown 
completely out of gear by Russia. 
He is about to embark on one of 
the most colossal campaigns in his- 
tory and if he does not win it, his 

days are numbered. 

Hitler badly needs manpower, 
especially skilled workers. In 
this Laval may be able to help 
him, by trickery and coercioh. 
There is also no doubt that if he 
could make full use of the French 
fleet and French colonies, he 
would be in a position to swing 
the balance of power in the 
Mediterranean and Arica.

The situation holds many pos- 
sibilities, but there can be no 
doubt that there will be carly 
and momentous developments. 
Hitler has installed his Quisling 
regime in Vichy for a definite 
purpose, and that is to use France 
to help beat Britain. 

Hitler plainly is worried over 
the prospects of a British invasion 
and no doubt hopes that under 
Laval, the French would help resist 
it in the belief that they are de- 
fending their owy soil. But all 
Hitler's propaganda has not con- 
vinced the French that the British 
are attacking France, but only the 
German enemy within her gates. 
Many loyal French would be likely 
to seize the opportunity to turn 
against the Germans. An indicative 
incident of this nature occurred in 
the recent commando raid on &t. 
Nazaire.

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Oil Fields Of 
Central Burma 
Are Blown Up

Outnumbered British and In- 
dian defenders of Burma have 

effected a new withdrawal and 

have destroyed the rich Yenang- 
yaung oil fields in Central Burma, 
it was announced today, while 

Richard Casey, minister of state 

for the Middle East, declared the 

Allies must assuine that Japan 
can strike in “major offensives 
against Australia and India simul- 
tancously.” 

British headquarters announced 
that battle-worn British and Indian 
troops, fighting a desperate holding 
action against Japan’s invasion ar- 
mies of the Irrawaddy river valley, 
had withdrawn at least 15 miles to 
a line north of Magwe. 

Magwe is the gateway 
Yenangyaung oil fields, 
chief source of oil supplies. 

The British communique said 
heavy Japanese pressure on the 
British right flank had forced the 
withdrawal, but said other British 
troops in the Taungdwingyi sector 
were still “successfully protecting 
the right flank of the Chinese ex- 
peditionary force.” 

The main Chinese ‘army is under 
heavy aftack by Japanese columns 
striking from the south and threat- 
ened with being cut off by other 
Japanese invaders driving down 
from the northeast out of Thailand. 

In the battle for the approaches 
to Australia, Japanese warplanes 
again raided Port Moresby, New 
Guinea, 300 miles across the Torres 
Strait from Australia, and dropped 
50 bombs. With Bataan fallen and 
Corregidor island fortress under 
fiery siege in Manila Bay, Japan's 
invasion armies were . apparently 
bent on capturing the central is- 
lands.

The squadron of bombers which flew 
from Australia to hammer enemy objec- 
tives in the Philippines probably set a new 
record for long-distance raids. The feat at 
least equals that of R.A.F. planes in flying 
to Italy to bomb munitions plants in the 
northern industrial triangle; though the 
latter have to make the round trip without 
landing, while the American-Australian 
fliers were able to make landings in the 
Philippines. Extensive damage was done 
to Japanese shipping around the islands 
and to shore installations at a half-dozen 
widely separated points. Despite enemy 
air and ground defences only one of the 
bombers was lost, because of engine trou- 
ble, and the crew was saved. 

The experimental value of the raid 
may be more than that of the material 
damage done, It demonstrated that no 
Japanese-occupied island in the South Pa- 
cific is beyond the range of bombing at- 
tacks from Australian bases, and that the 
Japanese supply route to Burma and 
India lies wide open to such attacks. The 
bombers en route to the Philippines flew 
right across the sea lanes Japanese trans- 
pe must follow through the East Indies, 

ey could as easily have flown to Singa- 
pore and crossed every lane between Japan 
and Rangoon. 


Self-Help Deserves Help 


There seems to be an uneasy feeling 
among the members of the city council 
that the taxpayers may disapprove coun- 
cil’s action in voting $1,500 to meet the or- 
ganization and preliminary expenses of 
setting up an A.R.P. system in Edmonton. 
The taxpayers are not likely to take such 
an attitude, and should not. Council did 
right, and has no need to apologize for 
having done it. 

There is a very sound reason why, the 
Initiative should be taken, and the first ex- 
penses met, by a city which seeks air raid 
protection. In doing this, the people of 
a community show that they really want 
protection, and are willing to co-operate in 
protecting themselves—and are not mere- 
ly anxious to secure the spending of pro- 
tection money supplied from the federal 
treasury. 

What city or town in all Canada would 
not go all out for air raid protection—even 
where there is hardly a remote chance 
that a raid may occur—if the Dominion 
provided all the money necessary from the 
buying of arm bands for A.R.P. wardens 
to the digging of underground refuges? 
The exceptions would be few and far be- 
tween. 

In putting up the organization ex- 
penses, Edmonton's council demonstrates 
that it is in earnest in this matter, and it 
may on this occount reasonably ask for 
and expect to get help from the Dominion. 
A city that would not.spend $1,500 to pro- 
tect itself could hardly expect the tax- 
payers all over the country to get excited 
about its supposed peril, and to applaud 
the spending of their money to safeguard 
it against a danger which the residents 
evidently did not take seriously. 


What About Vichy? 


While other business took him there, it 
was assumed that Prime Minister King 
would discuss the shuffle at Vichy with 
President Roosevelt while he is in Wash- 
ington. The United States and Canada 
have the only diplomatic connecting links 
between the United Nations and the Pe- 
tain cabinet, They have maintained repre- 


sentatives at Vichy, despite a good deal of * 


internal and some external criticism. 

If it cannot be shown that much good 
has thereby been done, it can be said that 
no apparent harm has come from main- 
taining this friendly attitude toward the 
doubtfully friendly cabinet. Whether it is 
worth continuing this attitude, now that 
Hitler's man Laval.is directing Vichy poli- 
cies, has to be considered. Washington's 
doubts on the matter are shown by the an- 
nouncement that food ships will not leave 
the United States for French and North 
African ports until Laval’s intentions are 
shown, 

Thus far Vichy has not entered into a 
military alliance with the Axis powers, 
turned over its warships to Hitler, or com- 
mitted any overt act of hostility toward 
the United Nations. It is fair to suppose 
this is in some measure due to the refusal 
of the United States and Canada to break 
relations and thus make unoccupied 
France an outcast. Had it been thus iso- 
lated from ail but Axis countries, the pro- 
Nazis at Vichy would have been given some 
color of excuse for carrying collaboration 
to the point of actual alliance. It is pos- 
sible that Laval and company would wel- 
gopie such an excuse, rather probable in 

act. 

The problem of how to deal with Vichy 
has been a delicate one from the begin- 
ning, and is more delicate now than it was 
a week ago. It will have to be handled 
with tact, not on impulse. 


Control Marches On 


And now the cook-stove has gone into 
the near-luxury class, along with its run- 
ning mate the heater. Control orders have 
gone out to the manufacturers that they 
must make fewer stoves, and those they 
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make will have to conform to “rigid war- 
time restrictions”, 

What this means is plain enough. 
Wants must give place to need, ornament 
to utility. What the wartime stove will 
look like can be imagined. Its shape will 
be determined by some calculator whose 
Sole purpose is to make a given quantity of 
cast iron or sheet steel enclose the largest 
possible amount of fire space and oven 
room, and provide the largest area of 
cooking surface. It can hardly be an ele- 
gant affair, and may easily turn out to be 
a model of ugliness. The opportunities of 
the designer to turn out something hand- 
some will be severely limited, his chance 
to produce a thing abhorrent to the artis- 
tic soul will be strong. Those are fortun- 
ate who have their stove requirements 
taken care of well in advance. Those less 
fortunate, and the newly-weds, will have 
to take what they can get, and this may 
be little more than a crude box in which to 
make a fire. We may not get back to 
grandfather's expedient and have to set 
up fireplaces with cranes and _ bake- 


. kettles, but we are headed that way. 


The reason, of course, is that iron and 
steel are scarce, and getting scarcer. Not 
because less ore is being taken out and 
smelted; quite the contrary. But because 
more and more of the metal muat go into 
ships and tanks and guns and bombs and 
shells. Hitler has so ordained, and we 
have to give him what he called for. When 
in a country such as Canada the output of 
stoves has to be curtailed and styles re- 
stricted to the utilitarian standard, no one 
can be surprised that less necessary things 
made of iron are getting harder to obtain. 
This is just another of the ways in which 
civilians have to “take it” to win the war. 


News has leaked out of Italy that Mus- 
solini is a nervous wreck, no longer able to 
attend to business, and that affairs there 
are drifting into chaos, The first part of 
the report is believable, but the conclu- 
sion is doubtful. For a year Il Duce has 
been under Hitler’s orders, and surround- 
ed by Nazi lieutenants placed there to see 
that the orders are carried out. He may be 
in a state of mental collapse, but Italy is 
ruled by a stronger hand, and garrisor.ed 
by alien troops to keep the hungry popu- 
lace from breaking ue revolt. 


Mr. Rayburn, Speaker of the House 
of Representatives, says United States 
factories are now turning out 3,300 planes 
a month, a single plant is producing a 
train-load of tanks every day, there are 
six times as many American soldiers now 
on fighting fronts as Gen. Pershing had 
in France after ten months of war, and 
every element in the country’s war pro- 
duction éffort is now up to or ahead of 
the “fantastic” program announced by 
President Roosevelt. Japan certainly 
started something when it forced the 
United States into the war.

try’s vast development of the last 
two decades has been substantial- 
ly based on automotive transport. 
Many of our citiés and suburbs 
and practically all of our towns 
and villages are absolutely de- 
pendent on it. 

Take away the motor car and 
there would be paralyzing dislo- 
cation, Business executives’ who 
are now able to make a dozen 


vital contacts in a single day 
would need a week, Thousands 
of workers who live miles from 
the new war plants would be 
stranded.

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ESTERDAY the federal munitions and supplies department banned 

all trap and skeet shooting in Canada as a war conservation mea- 
sure in an order issued by Alan H. Williamson, supplies controller, and 
approved by R. C. Berkinshaw, chairman of the Wartime Industries 
Control Board 


It was a knock-out blow for this sport for the duration, but it was 
also a high compliment to the value of shooting in the training of 
air gunners. The order stipulates that trap and skeet shooting 
may continue to be carried on under the sponsorship of the Depart- 
ment of National Defence. 


While the story from Ottawa did not go into all details, it appears 
that civilian trap and skeet shooting has been batned in order to 
conserve shotgun ammunition and clay pigeons for the training of air- 
gunners. 

Such shooting has been found very valuable in teaching men to 
“lead” their target, estimate angle of flight and shoot fast. Jack Bowen, 
son of Colonel] P. E. Bowen, famous Edmonton rifleman, is now engaged 
in trap and skeet instruction work with the air force—or was when I 
Jast heard from him. 

The Ottawa order now prohibits shooting galleries at fairs, exhibi- 
tions and carnivals as well as commercial galleries in towns and cities, 

However, the order will not interfere with hunting. 


“Because there are many rural residents, trappers ad others, 
who depend on wild game for their fresh meat, we will not prohibit 
the use of ammunition for hunting,” Williamson explained. 


“It is true that much or this huMting is probably for pleasure, but 
we believe it would be practically impossible to draw a line between 
what is necessary and what is not. In any case, the amount of am- 
munition used for this purpose in a year is comparatively small and we 
believe that the citizens of Canada will voluntarily eliminate wasteful 
shooting.” ) 

Canadians will undoubtedly accept this new ban without more than 
a few cuss words directed at the boys in Berlin. It is a logical measure 
of conservation. The outdoor fraternity will feel more than compen- | 
sated for the restriction by being allowed to continue hunting—some- 
thing the majority of them value much more than skeet and trap

Imperial Oil 
Production In 
T.V. Increases 


TORONTO, April 17—Total op- 
erated production of Imperial Ol! 
Limited, through its subsidiaries, 
in the Turner Valley ficld in 1941 
amounted to 3,051,630 barrels, 
compared with 2.789,979 barrels in 
1940, G. Harrison Smith, president, 
announces in the compeny's 


annual report for the fiscal year 
ended December 31, 1941. 


Through its subsidiaries, Imperial 
Oil had a participating interest in 
18 of the 43 producing wells drilled 
in Turner Valley in 1941, and, at the 
end of the year had a participating 
interest in a total of 62 crude oil 
wells and 82 gas wells in the Turner 
Valley field. In addition to the de- 
velopment of its interests in the 
Turner Valley and Fort Normen 
fields, the company, through its sub- 
sidiaries, continued an extensive 
exploration program in western ana 
eastern Canada. 


ALL-TIME PEAK 


During the year the company’s or- 
ganization and equipment were em- 
ployed in still larger measure than 
in 1940 to supply petroleum require- 
ments of the armed forces and of 
war industry. While in the national 
interest it is not at present advisable 
to describe operations in detail, Mr. 
Smith says it may be stated that the 
volume of crude oil processed and 
of petroleum products sold by the 
company in 1941 reached an all-time 
peak. The increase was accounted 
for principally by additional re- 
quirements of aviation fuels, lubri- 
cating oils and fuel oils. all of whicn 
were needed in large quantities as 
the war effort developed. In re- 
viewing the company's Canadian 
refining and marketing operations, 
the president staies that for many 
years Imperial Oil has followed a 
program of progressive standard- 
ization in manufacturing methods 
and in the purchase of materials for 
capital construction and mainten- 
ance, The benefits of these policies 
have become ceccially noticeabie 
at this time when conversion of in- 
dustrial production ot wartime re- 
quirements i becoming -increasing- 
ly pronounced with a consequent 
limitation of materials available, 

Discussing the increase for the 
year of 1,377,816 barrels to 9,830,343 
barrels for the, Turner Valley fieid 
as a:whole, Mr. Smith states that this 
increase was largely due to two 
factors. First, an emergency produc: 
tion quota over and above the nor- 
mal efficiency production quota, 
which was inaugurated to assist in 
meeting war demands, and, second, 
the arrangement made between tae 
Oil Controller and the refiners for 
increased storage facilities which 
enabled a higher rate of withdrawal 
and increased accumulation being 
available for use during the sowing 
and harvesting seasons in Western 
Canada—the periods of peak con- 
sumption. 

SUCCESSFUL OPERATIONS 

Operations of Imperial Oil's sub- 
sidiaries in South America, particu- 
larly in Venezuela and in Pe7u, 
were considered successful during 
the past year, the president states. 
In Peru, as a consequence of recent 
exploratory drilling, new reserves 
were discovered and at the begin- 
ning of 1942 the total reserves were 
higher than a year ago. Total pro- 
duction of the South American sub- 
sidiaries, including the interest in 
Mene Grande's production in Vene- 
zuela, was 31,800,632 barrels in 1941 


ras compared with 39,706,085 barrels 
in 1940. 

Although the company’s sales 
volume was at an all-time peak in 
1941, net profits from Canadian and 
foreign operations for the year of 
$16,144,069 were down from $17.638,- 
717 for 1940, due largely to an in- 
crease in Canadian income taxes of 
over $2,000,000 to $11,221,162. Net 
for 1941 was equal to 59.87c per 
share, compared with 65.41c a share 
for 1940, Net profits from Canadian 
refining and marketing operations 
amounted to $5,237,200, after provid- 
Ing $5,604.359 for Canadian income 
taxes—an amount in excess of net 
profits from this source for the year 
—and a reduction from $6,829,825 
for the previous year. 

A sound liquid and cash position 
was maintained during the year 
Net working capital increased by 
over $11,000,000 to $56,767,380. Casi: 
is up from $6,063,481 to $18,252,716, 
and investment in Dominion and 
other bonds down from $9,665,077 to 
$5,646,279. Receivables, inventories, 
payables and reserve for taxes are 
all higher than the year before. In 
some measure those figures reflect 
incorporation of the shipping con- 
pany in the 1941 balance sheet.

Horder, Winnipeg, general pas- 
senger agent. of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway said during a 
visit to Edmonton today during 
which he conferred with W. L. 
Mitchel, city ticket agent and R. 
W. Greene, travelling passenger 
agent. J. W. Dawson, district 
passenger agent, accompanied Mr. 
Horder from Calgary. 

While it was true, the passenger 
official stated, that the Canadian 
Pacific did not plan to open its 
Chateau Lake Louise or any of the 
chalet bungalow camps in the 
Rockies because these resorts were 
dependent to & large degree on 
motor transport, now seriously re- 
stricted, Banff Springs Hotel, serv- 
ed by the railway, was in a different 
situation in regard to general and 
tourist travel. 


TOURS CURTAILED 

In common with other railways 
in Canada and in the U.S., the Can- 
adian Pacific is not looking to a 
normal flow of tourists this sum- 
mer. Organized tour parties from 
various parts of the U.S, which for- 
merly moved through western Can- 
ada and tife Rockies to and from 
the Pacific Coast will be eliminated 
or drastically curtailed by the tieing 
up of available pullman equipment 
for military and defence travel 
within the U.S. 

Mr. Horder’s statement in regard 
to the opening of Banff sets at rest 
a rumor that the big resort hotel, 
with its sulphur swimming pools 
and golf course, would not be open- 
ing for the season, 

Canadian railways, he said, have 
equipment available to handle 
heavy summer travel, in addition ‘to 
the military traffic which is at a 
high peak. In this respect the Can- 
adian railways are in a better posi- 
tion than U.S. roads since Canadian 
lines own and operate their own 
sleepers and diners whereas Ameri- 
can roads lease such equipment 
from the Pullman Company.

Unemployment 
Rises Sharply 
Across Canada 


OTTAWA, April 17—(CP)— 
The Pnemployment Insurance 
Commission reported today that 
about 37,500 men and women 
were registered March 31 at the 
commission's unemployment and 
claims offices across Canada, Of 
these, 27,500 were men and 9,990 
women, 

The March 31 figure was higher 
than in the previous two months, 
“notwithstanding the fact that 
many classes of wotkers are in de- 
mand,” the commission's statement 
said. The Jan. 31 figure was 31,930 
and the Feb. 28 figure 32,211. 

“While there may be other fac- 
tors influencing this increase in the 
number of unemployed registering, 
the commission is of the view that 
it is partly due to the fact that 
benefits are now being paid,” the 
statement said. 

“Workers throughout Canada are 
beginning to realize that unem- 
ployment insurance is a_ benefit 
plan and not, as was formerly sug- 
gested, merely a tax. This under- 
standing tends to cause more work- 
ers to register for employment with 
the 100 offices of the commission 
across Canada... .” 


R.A.F. Raids Keep 
Many Nazis Busy 


LONDON, April 17.—(CP)—More 
than 1,500,000 German soldiers and 
civilians are “fully engaged jn de- 
fence against the British air offen- 
sive conducted by the bomber and 
fighter commands,” the air minis- 
try news service said today. “In 
effect,” the news service said, “the 
bomber and fighter commands are 
compelling the enemy to maintain 
a long and purely defensive west- 
ern front.” 

At least 750,000 Germans are be- 
ing kept busy in passive defence— 
as wardens, fire watchers, demoli- 
tion and bomb-disposal squads and 
ambulance and hospital staffs, it 
was estimated. Another 750,000, 
virtually all regular soldiers or air- 
men, are said to be engaged in the 
immense German active defence 
system. Ld

stretched across northwestern Ger- 
many.

French-Canadian former artillery- 
man of the French army, who 
shot his way out of a German 
prison camp last September, 

Dupouy, 29, is on his way 
Montreal for a visit with his sweet- 
heart before enlisting once more. 
He told a dramatic story of fiis ex- 
periences in the war, 

“I was wounded on May 9, 1940,” 
he said. “While I was being carried 
to a German prison camp, a doctor 
took the shrapnel from my abdo- 
men, 

(He displayed the shrapnel.) 

“Transferred to Camp Souge, 
near Bordeaux, we were ill-treated 
and the food was bad, During a 
thunderstorm, six of Us sneaked out 
of the gate.” 

Dupouy related that he dashed 
alongside a Nazi sergeant of the 
guard, grabbed his pistol and “I 
kill him in the head.” 

From Toulouse the six went to 
Marseilles, where they were put 
aboard a Ship for Casablanca, At 
Casablanca, they took the Guine.

LONDON, April 17. — 
(AP)—Bloody, weary, but 
Still on their feet and fight- 
ing, a battalion of the King’s 
Own Yorkshire Light Infant- 
ry, a regiment with 186 years 


of glorious history, held the 
Burma front today in obedi- 
ence to the regimental motto, 
“Yield to None”. 

This battalion of hard-fisted, 
laconic miners from Yorkshire, 
-heg been twice mentioned for gal- 
lantry in the Burmese campaign. 
It Is pert of & small but determin- 
ed force that has turned the Jap- 
anese invasion of Burma into one 
of the war's bloodiest campeigns, 
one which has cost the Japenese 
heavy casualties and time, 

The deeds of the battalion ring 
throughout the army today. Already 
cherished is the remark of a serge- 
ant who spat out a spent Japanese 
bullet which had ripped through 
his cheek. 

“l'm tough, mate,” he told a 
youngster beside him. “They 
bounce off me bleedin’ teeth.” 

The battalion,- fighting steadily 
Since the second week in February 
had néither relief nor respite for 
44 days early in the campaign 
Sometimes no food reached the men 
for several days, 


TOSS JAPS BACK 

During @ movement Across the 
Sittang river, the “Koylis,” as they 
are known to the army by their 
initials, held a bridge, despite fierce 
Japanese attacks, until it could be 
destroyed by the engineers. 


Then, shelled from the ground 
and swept by machine-gun from 
the air, they swam 800 yards 
across the river, carrying small 
arms and light machine-guns. 
Once ashore, they marched away 
fo re-form and re-equip. 
“Magnificent action’ at Mig- 
yaunge js praised in the latest com- 
munique today. This was another | 
covering action in which the bat- 
talion, often ou’numbered but never 
outfought, held the savage Japanese 
tush until withdrawal of the rest 
of the force was completed.

The “Koylis” fought at Minden 
(famous battle in the province of 
Westphalis, Germany, in the 
Seven Years’ War), at Waterloo, 
and in France, Italy and Mace- 
donia in the First Great War.

if they were so greatly to blame. 
Perhaps the appeal was af fault. 

Perhaps many of the young men 
have visions of older brothers 
wandering back and forth across 
the country on flat cars, or of the 
relief rolls. Perhaps they recalled 
how we sat back as the aggressor 
Nations armed to the teeth or how 
we sent missionaries to Ching and 
Japan on one ship and scrap iron 
on the next one. 

“We must be very careful of 
offering criticism now because the 
national position is a very serious 
one. But the Legion enjoys the 
confidence of the peopie and of the 
government and ‘can do a great 
service in leading the way,” he said 


NEW CHALLENGE 

The speaker said the presen task 
of the Legion was to help those 
who had suffered in the last war 
and to assist those who are coming 
back and will continue to come 
back from service in the present 
conflict A new challenge faces 
the Legion. The men coming back 
from this war will look to the 
Legion to lead the way in rehabil- 
itation. 

“And I don't think the men 
who come back from ‘this war 
will be satisfied with platitudes. 
They have seen patsimony in 
Peace and what has seemed al- 
most like recklessness in war,”
